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Mongol-Manchu Agreement 


‘While nothing is known in Shanghai about 
the agreement reached between Outer Mongolia, 
land Manchoukuo to define the frontier between 
the two nations, except the brief announcement 
that such an agreement has been reached, it 1 
to be hoped that an end will be put to the 
chronic tension which has existed along that 
border ever since the Japanese invasion of 
‘Manchuria, There has always existed a potential 
ly dangerous situation in that area. The Outer 
‘Mongolian government represents in reality a 
Soviet expansion southwards, while the Man- 
choukuo government is under Japanese domina- 
tion. Any’ clashes between tho Outer Mongolians 
jand’ the Manchoukuo government, therefore, 
mean clashes between the backers ‘of the {wo 
nations which might be fanned into a major 
tragedy. Tt is to the advantage of both Japan 
‘and Soviet Russia at present that an 
lagreement lessening the possibility of hostilities 
between them, even on a minor scale, should 
fhave been reached. The European situation is ob- 
viously bothering the Kremlin. The whole future 
lof that continent may be at stake in the battle now 
being fought in France, and M. Stalin is too 
much of a realist not to understand that in the 
fevent of a German victory, it will be the turn 
lof Russia to come under the Nazi sledge-ham- 
fmer before long. Should such an eventuality 
Joceur, Russia would prefer to be able to face 
it without a threat to its Far Eastern provinces 
Jand interests. Japan is, to a less degree, in the 
same boat. Enormous’ forces are tied’ up in 
(China, and the repeated declarations of Japanese 
statesmen have made it known to the world 
{that the principal objective of Japanese diplo- 
macy is to make an end of the “China Affair,” 
in order to leave the nation free to tackle 
lother urgent problems. With many of the great 
fest trading nations in the world locked in a 
‘death-struggle in which all their economic re- 
[sources are being directed towards war, there 
‘are patently numerous markets open to ex- 
ploitation. Gan Japan effectively exploit these 
‘openings while the “China Affair” continues? 
Can. Japan afford to devote its whole attention 
to China while the Russian bear remains to 
[growl over frontier infringements in the north: 
{it the frontiers of the north are settled amic- 
fably, both Russia and Japan will have their 
hands freed for tasks more intmediately im= 
portant to both of them.

What do We Owe Them ? 


‘The maxim of Nazi propaganda that if a He 
is sumMeiently big and sufficiently often’ re- 
peated, it will be believed, seems likely to 
suffer 'the fate of “vaulting ambition which 
c'erleaps itself and falls upon the other.” As 
already pointed out in this Journal, the Allies 
‘would -have to send several hundred thousand

‘cost before many more days have passed. 
‘The latest German claim, carried in an ane 
nouncement from Berlin, has even more enter- 
tainment value than’ the’ first. Tt concerned the 
Allied air forces, and announced that no fewer 
than 3400 Allied planes had been destroyed in 
three ‘weeks. This would mean that 1,1333 
Allied planes fell vietims to the Germans every 


























seven days, This claim has caused ‘consider 
able amusement ,in an otherwice somewhat 
‘depressing mews’ budget, Neutrals have re- 


ceived the announcement with grins, Bven 
Japanese expressed polite ineredulity, indicat- 
jing that there must be some bounds kept to 
‘the frenzied use of noughts at the end of a 
figure. Elsewhere today will be found the 
reasoned analysis of an American expert of 
‘the effect of the RAF's fighters during the 
‘withdrawal Trom Dunkirk, “He shows that the 
British machines are definitely superior to the 
majority possessed by the Germans. The 
Prime Minister in the house of Commons em- 
phasized the same fact. Everything goes to 
support the Allied contention that the Nazi air 
losses have been in a proportion of something 
like four to one, What does that make Dr, 
Goebbels’ claim’ look lke? The Nozi air 
losses must be in the neighbourhood of 13,600 
planes. Really Dr, Goebbels, for the good of 
his own cause, should not put such ideas into 
the heads of his enemies or they might start 
claiming that such losses have truly been in 
ficted, In the meantime a chartered account- 
fant is needed to total up the enormous gains

Victory in this struggle of 
“pull devil, pull baker” over the’ 
corpse of north China has at various 
times seemed to veer, now to thi 
side and now to that, ‘without, how.

Nor can it bo sald that, even now, 
the resignation of Wang '‘Keh-min is 
ja clear-cut victory for the supporters 
of Wang Ching-wel and his central 
government.

but not one of them now believes any 
more in the possibility of completely 
dominating the whole of China, 


Separate North China 
It is even suggested in some circles 
that a separate north China,. with 
‘which some arrangement might be 
‘come to later on, would be accept- 
‘able to Chungking at least as the 
lesser of two evils, whereas they 
‘would never for a moment recognize 
‘or have any dealings with Wang 
‘Ching-wet and his government. 
But, even it Wang Keh-min’s re- 
signation is considered a victory for 
the Tokyo group as against the north 
‘China army, it comes at a very un 
fortunate time, when things are going 
none too well in central China and 
‘when north China itself is anything 
but pacified. On the contrary, the 
Japanese hold on north China has 
fquite definitely weakened as  com- 
{pared with one yeur ago, and the, 
situation is steadily deteriorating.

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PARIS BOMBED 


June 5. 


It present indications are anything to go 
by, the next move of the Germans will be 
‘against the French in the hope of striking 
another swift blow in an attempt to capture 
Paris, and force the French to come to a 
Separate peace, Prior to the onslaught on 
Flanders much was made of the enemy's in~ 
tention to invade Great Britain, ‘That might 
have been for the purpose of diverting at~ 
tention from what now appears to be Herr 
Hitler's chief aim, but, whether that was the 
case or not, it is now clear that much will 
have to be'done by the enemy in restoring 
the ports of Belgium and north-eastern 
France before they will again be suitable to 
any such undertaking, There is every rea~ 
nto believe that as the Allies were 
forced to leave these ports everything pos- 
sible was done to render them useless to the 
enemy, and considerable time will have to 
elapsesbefore they can be put into sufficient 
state of repair to be of any assistance in the 
contemplated invasion. Consequently it is 
not surprising to learn that the huge German 
military machine was turning slowly from 
Flanders in preparation for a new offensiv 
‘The scheme is apparently based upon the 
‘idea that with the entry of Italy into the 
war, a decision might’ be forced against 
France before the British forces in France 
ean be brought up to strength. ‘That, how- 
ever, should not prove diffleult for a large 
proportion of the men who have been called 
up since the commencement of the war must 
have completed their training by now, and 
it may confidently be expected that within a 
very short time those elements of the British 
Expeditionary Force which were not dis- 
patched into Flanders but remained with the 
French armies, will be speedily and  sub- 
stantially reinforced. ‘The loss of the Chan- 
‘nel ports in north-eastern France does not 
greatly hinder the despatch of British troops 
to the theatre of war, for from Abbeville all 
along the coast to Bordeaux there ate ports 
just as capable of handling large bodies of 
trgops and engines of war as they were in 
1914-1918. 

‘The view that an onslaught on the French 
lines along the Somme and the Aisne with 
the immediate objective of Paris is supported 
by the fact that on Monday the French capi- 
tal was subjected to the largest bombard- 
‘ment from the air which any capital city has 
endured since the commencement of hostili- 
tes, All the evidence available shows that the 
bombing was carried out indiscriminately, 
that the German aeroplanes flew too high 
to have ever had much chance of hitting 
definite military objectives, and the only’ 
eonclusion to be drawn was that the whole 
affair was designed with the hope of striking 
dismay into the hearts of the Parisians. 
Despite all that was learned during the civil 
war in Spain when the people of Madrid 
stood determinedly to their guns despite 
merciless bombing for three years, the enemy 
is still obsessed with the idée fixe that for 
the purpose of destroying enemy moral the 
aeroplane is the weapon par excellence. That 
this is not the case is ogain amply demon- 
strated by the manner in which the Allied 
troops in Flanders during the past three 
‘weeks have gallantly stood up under con- 
tinued bombing, and fought a rearguard’ 
action which deprived the Germans of their 
main objective. The aeroplane can do, and 
does an enormous amount of damage, but 
that it is the complete weapon some authori- 
ties fancy it to be, has been clearly disproved. 
‘That, however, docs not minimize the fact 
that the bombardment of Paris was just 
about as callous a plece of work as any of 
which the Germans have been guilty since 
the war began. The whole idea of the Ger- 
mans was to dump as large a number of 
bombs as possible on the French capital 
regardless of where they struck. That view 
is corroborated by the fact that bombs were 
dropped in the very centre of Paris as well 
as in its peaceful ‘suburbs, and it is quite 
clear that the tactics which the enemy fol- 
lowed in their ghastly raid upon Rotterdam 
are being followed in the case of Paris. 

‘The news that the same night the Allied 
air forces went into northwestern: Germany 
and bombed military objectives with a great 
amount of success is highly gratifying. It 
is to be hoped that they will continue to’ 
strike blow for blow, ond carry death and 
destruction well behind the enemy's frontiers 






































against _places of military importance. But, 
if the Germans are to.continue their present] 
course of evil conduct, care should be taken| 
to make sure that reprisals shall be adequate 
response to the original German offence. It 
fs entirely against the ideals of the Allies 
that they should war with women and chil- 
dren in the manner which German chivalry, 
finds so fascinating, but, if it is to be the 
German scheme to attack huge open cities: 
reekless of what military objectives are 
closely sought after, the Allies will be justi- 
fied in resorting to the same tactics strictly’ 
confining themselves to ‘proper objectives. 
‘Thus the bombing of Berlin would be a 
proper reply to the bombing of either of the| 
capitals of the Allies. Tt is all very nice] 
and elegant to adhere to the thoroughly well 
Known rules of warfare, but it is just as use~ 
less as faithfully observing the Marquis of| 
Queensberry’s rules in a fight against a man| 
who will have none of them. It may in| 
fact prove positively dangerous. It must be 
remembered that the enemy has destroyed 
every vestige of international law and the 
rules governing the proper conduct of war- 
fare. It is part of his general scheme to do| 
0, and no considerations of propriety, of 
humanity or even decency will deter ‘him' 
from inflicting every possible hideousness 
upon Allied eivilians, Red Cross hospitals and| 
ships, or in fact anything or anyone who may| 
be defenceless and unable to strike back. 
Since, then, it is part of the German scheme 
to endeavour to strike terror into the Allied 
masses with the idea of destroying their 
moral, there is no reason why Allies should 
not adopt the same methods. ‘The Germans 
should be given a taste of their own medicine. 
It is perfectly understandable that to cope 
in its entirety with the atrocious behaviour 
of the Germans would be repugnant to the 
Allies, and particularly to their airmen, 
‘amongst whom a high degree of chivalry ex 
ists, and will continue to exist, but within the 
limits of decency this form of total war to 
which the enemy have resorted, should be in= 
ficted upon them. The blood of thousands of 
innocent, defenceless people in many a town, 
fon many a toad and in many a field, cries! 
for vengeance to the skies, whence it is hoped) 
it will be inflicted. 

















MR. CHURCHILL’S SPEECH 
June 6. 


When a Prime Minister can tell his country 
that what has happened in Flanders is a) 
‘colossal military disaster,” it is indicative of 
two things; first, his readiness to tell the 
truth, and, second, the realization that the] 
people to whom he can say such a thing are) 
prepared to “take it on the chin.” ‘That has| 
happened in Great Britain. Mr. Winston| 
Churchill on Tuesday in his eagerly awaited 
Pronouncement told nothing but the bare 
truth, hiding nothing and attempting to gloze’ 
over ‘nothing. On the other hand the Ger- 
mans, not content with the battle they have| 
won, ‘are endeavouring to magnify it out of 
all proportion to the actual facts, and that, 
it is reasonable to assume, is because sooner| 
or later the country will have to know of the] 
stupendous cost in men and material which| 
this victory has involved. ‘The difference in| 
method is striking, and is apparently already| 
impressing other nations. Particularly is this| 
the case in Ttaly, where the people assiduous-| 
ly fed with stories of overwhelming German| 
vietory and the annihilation of the Allied 
‘armies, are suddenly faced with the truth of! 
the situation, and impressed with the frank-| 
ness with which Mr. Churchill has made the] 
‘admissions he has. With the Italian Press so] 
‘completely under governmental control, it is| 
‘somewhat astonishing that it should ‘have| 
been allowed to print a fair summary of Mr. 
‘Churchill's speech, unless the fact is that 
someone has miscalculated the effect it would] 
have, and permitted it to be published in the] 
hope that it would corroborate the ex-| 
aggerated claims which had up to then re-| 
ceived such prominence in Italy. The effect] 
the speech has produced in other parts of the| 
world is also most gratifying, and it cannot] 
be gainsaid that Mr. Churchill, by making the| 
speech he has, has done a great deal to en-| 
hance the credit of the Allies, and further to| 
have strengthened the belief in the truthful- 
ness of their communiqués. In this connee- 
tion it should be noted that at no time since 
the German onslaught on the Low Countries 
did the Allied command ever seek to minimize 
the seriousness of the position, and it is be~ 
cause of that that the Allies were well fitted 
to receive the sad news which Mr. Churchill 
has given to them. 

Amongst the many important conclusions 
which may be drawn from the battle of 
Flanders and the evacuation of Dunkirk is 
‘one which has been emphasized by a military 
expert in the New: York “Times.” He asserts| 
with confidence that this withdrawal was ac- 
complished primarily because of the local 
superiority of the British in the air. It is 
inconceivable that hundreds of vessels should 
manquvre in such a small area, offering the| 
easiest target to enemy bombers, and yet be| 
able to complete an evacuation exceeding 
anything which has been achieved in modern 
warfare, unless in fact the Allied air arm had 


























heen able to fight off the German aeroplanes. 
‘The feat indicates something more than mere 
local superiority, for quite obviously the Ger- 
mans could and did throw in the full weight] 
of their airforce in the attempt to destroy the 
Allies and were worsted in the attempt. That, 


the enemy fully realize and their endeavour| 
to magnify the losses inflicted upon the Allied 
navies and merchantmen can be regarded 
merely as an attempt to get over the fact that 
Allied naval and air superiority was such 
that they were able to extricate hundreds of 
thousands of men from a situation of un- 
paralleled peril. Mr. Churchill in his speech 
in the House of Commons makes that point. 
clear, and it is emphasized by the neutral 
‘comment which is coming to hand. Of the 
enormous loss of material which the Allies 
have suffered he makes equally clear admis- 
sions. He has sought in no way to present 
the situation otherwise than in that realistic 
light which he has always adopted in his 
speeches and his writings. The British Em- 


pire and the peoples of the world see in what | 


he has done the finest possible compliment | 
to the moral of the Allies, in his very patent 
belief that they can stand the truth being 
told to them, and that instead of dishearten- 
ing them it will inspire them to further and 
greater efforts. 

Mr. Churehilt’s peroration is so striking a 
battle cry that it will bear repetition in these 
columns -— 

‘We shall go on to the end. We shall fight 
in France; we shall Aight on the seas and the 
‘oceans: we shall fight with growing confidence 
and strength in the alc; we shall defend our 
Island, whatever the cost may be; we shall 
fight on the beaches; we shall fight on the 
landing grounds: we shall fight in the streets 
‘and in the hills. We shall never surrender 
and even if—which for a moment I do not 
believe—this island, or part of it was sub- 
jected and starving, then our Empire beyond 
the seas, armed and guarded by the British 
Fleet will carry on the struggle, until in 
God's good time, the new world with all its 
ower and might steps forth to the liberation 
and rescue of the old. 

‘The Allies have met with their first reverse. 
‘That was recognized as inevitable immediate- 
ly following the defection of King Leopold, 
prior to which the enemy's massed forces 
‘were making little headway and the original 
impetus of the onslaught was being slowed 
down, The Germans have had all the luck 
up to the present, and, while it- would be 
highly unwise to seek to belittle what they 
have achieved, factors which could not have 
been anticipated gave them every possible 
advantage. It is to be expected that they will 
seek to deliver other sudden and heavy blows, 
but the huge expenditure of men and material 
which has marked thelr effort during the past 
three weeks cannot be continued indefinitely. 
‘The rapidity with which succeeding strokes 
are made will be indicative of the imperative 
need, which the German command realizes, 
of bringing this war to a speedy end before 
the inevitable wastage of resources condemns 
them to the defeat which is confidently ex- 
pected for them. ‘The Allies have the whole 
world from which to draw material to repair 
their heavy losses of equipment. ‘The Ger- 
mans have not. They have won a battle 
which gives them nothing but territory, and 
time, and the blockade are both getting in. 
thelr deadly work. Apart from this the Allies 
‘are inspired with ideals, the very life blood 
of their peoples, which ensure the manifesta: 

tion of their’ determination . to emerge 
vietorious from this gigantic struggle, an in 
spiration which may truly be summed up in 
the lines 

Freedom's battle, once begun, 

Bequeathed by bleeding sire to son, 

‘Though bated oft, is ever won. 























THE NEW BATTLE 
June 7. 


The turning movement by the Germans in 
Flanders which was noticed a day or £0 ago 
has now developed into a fierce onslaught 
fon the Allied positions stretching from Ab- 
beville on the Channel to Rethel, and thence 
to Sedan. That it has come so quickly after 
the German effort in Flanders indicates that 
the first battle did not exhaust Germany's 
immediate resources for a continuation of 
their Blitzkrieg. ‘There is a wide discrepancy 
between the Allied and the German reports 
of the first day's fighting. ‘The Germans 
profess to have pierced the Allied lines in a 
number of places, and the Allies while ad- 
mitting there had been some degree of in- 
filtration, apparently by tanks, claimed that 
on the whole the day was favourable to them, 
‘What has happened is that the experience of 
the sudden German thrust through Holland, 
and Belgium, has been availed of in perfect 
ing the new line in France. New anti-tank’ 
defences have been constructed, consisting: 
of successive points of support solidly held, 
and deeply spaced. These depend upon im- 
Proved natural obstacles, such as water lines, 
rows and pits in abandoned villages which 
have been specially fortified and thick woods 
bristling with anti-tank guns. It is alleged 
that between these supports it is doubtless 
possible for the tanks of the enemy to pene 
trate, but infiltration serves little purpose if 
German infantry as well as vital supplies 
for the tanks themselves are unable to fol- 
low. With the exception of three bridge- 
heads on the south bank of the Somme the 
Allied forces are behind a water line which 
stretches almost without a break from the 
mouth of the Somme to the eastern French 
‘border, canals joining the various rivers and 
thus providing an obstacle which it is difi- 
cult for tanks to pass. It is ciear that where 





they have been able to advance must be from 
the three bridgeheads which the Allies were 
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unable to reduce before the new German 
attack commenced, and it is in those locali- 
ties where the most action is to be expected. 

Late on Wednesday night it was reported 
that the three principal points of attack 
were Amiens, Peronne ayd the Aillette Canal 
north of Solssons, and from this it seems 
that while a direct. move on Paris is the 
primary objective, the Germans would will- 
ingly postpone that, if they thought that 
there was a chance of seizing a further por- 
tion of the Channel coast. Should they be 
able to break the French line at Peronne, or 
near Soissons, doubtless they would push on 
towards Paris, but on the other hand if they 
are able to get through near Amiens another 
move towards the coast is to be expected. 
Reports from the three points mentioned 
‘above on Wednesday night indicated that the 
German onslaughts had been held, and that 
the French positions remained intact. ‘Thus 
an ‘interesting, and important action has 
commenced, the “Germans again endeavour- 
ing to embark upon a battle of movement, 
with the Allies equally determined’ that it 
shall remain one of position. If they suc- 
ceed in achieving thelr object, and holding 
on to the line they have already established 
the decision in this new phase of the struggle 
will rest with them. Obviously from their 
defence positions they should be able to 
inflict immense damage upon the enemy, for 
in such circumstances the attackers inevit- 
ably pay heavily for whatever ground they 
may make while the defenders, because of 
thelr sheltered positions, are unlikely to 
suffer anything lke the same’ extent, It is 
for reasons such as these that French military 
circles consider that Wednesday developed 
favourably for their arms, emphasizing that 
the success formerly obtained by the Ger- 
‘man armoured divisions in previous fighting 
depended largely upon the element of sur~ 
prise which Is now absent. While the land 
forces were locked in a gigantic struggle 
reaching from the Channel to the French 
eastern boundary, the Allies’ air forces were 
actively engaged’ not only in meeting and 
fighting off the aeroplanes used to support 
the enemy infantry, but were busy bombing 
German positions in their rear and. military 
objectives well inside Germany. It is ob- 
viously impossible to obtain any accurate 
idea of the damage which is being done, for 
about that the enemy will naturally preserve 
discreet silence, but the little information 
which has become available ‘clearly demon- 
strates that the Allied bomber is just as effec~ 
tive as the German, and most certainly just 
as accurate, 

With the Allies and the Germans locked 
in a titanic struggle along a line one hundred 
and twenty miles long it will be necessary 
to watch developments with the utmost 
patience. ‘This battle should prove to be an 
exceptionally lengthy affair, and it may be 
weeks before a decision is reached one way 
or the other. It is interesting, and gratity- 
ing to know that British troops are in posi- 
tions alongside their gallant French Allies. 
It should not be unduly long before Britain 
‘can sent substantial reinforeements across 
the Channel. ‘There is much material dam- 
‘age to be replaced, because of the losses in 
Flanders, but even here, with the factories 
turning out material incessantly since the 
beginning of hostilities, there should already 
be in existence fair quantities to repair the 
wastage. Of men, large numbers who have 
been called up since September last, should 
by now have completed thelr training, while 
those men who have been evacuated from 
Flanders, after a rest and re-equipment, will 
be able to return to France and again’ take 
up the struggle in which they have already 
so greatly distinguished themselves. And 
behind all those there are still the vast poten- 
tialities of the Allies, their Dominions and 
their dependencies which substantiate the 
promise that whatever the result of this 
battle the war will continue until Allied 
victory is assured. It must always be re- 
membered that the Germans are fighting 
with resources which while large have de 
cided limits to which the enemy are racing 
with a speed completely in keeping with the 
magnitude of their efforts of the past three- 
and-a-half weeks. ‘The speed with which 
they have embarked upon this new offensive 
should be heartening to the Allies, for it 
affords abundant proof that their enemy are 
expending every effort to gain victory be- 
fore the vast outlay in material and other 
resources forces them to call a halt and 
await the assumption of the offensive by the 
Allies. They have to win quickly. ‘The 
Allies can afford to wait with the knowledge 
that every day brings the enemy closer to 
exhaustion. 
































REALISTS AT THE HELM 


June 8. 


It Mr, Winston Churchill's speech on 
‘Tuesday was inspiring, the same can with 
complete safety be said of the broadcast 
which M. Paul Reynaud, the French Premier, 
made on Thursday evening, an account of 
which appears in another column. A day 
after the second great German onslaught had 
commenced he was able to state that General 
‘Maxime Weygand had expressed his satis- 
faction with the manner in which the battle 
on the Somme was being waged and the 
sway his orders to resist at all costs have 








been executed. And what is of even greater 
‘importance M. Reynaud gave the lie to the 
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rumours, obviously inspired by the enemy, 
concerning alleged differences between the 
‘Allies. In this connection it has to be re~ 
membered that it is part of the German 
polley to drive a wedge between them. It 
was what they attempted to do during’ the 
last war on many an occasion, especially 
when’ the Allies suffered reverses. ‘They 
continued to do the same thing during the 
uneasy years before these hostilities broke 
out, and it was only to be expected that 
following their victory in Flanders they would 
endeavour to do the same thing again. ‘They 
‘will fail just as completely on this, occasion 
as they Rave done in the past, for there is 
such a community of purpose’ between the 
Allies who face the gravest dangers, that 
there is the fullest realization by the Allies 
that division Would mean their ultimate 
downfall, the destruction of their nations, 
fand the subjection of their peoples to the 
slavery to which so many other nations who 
have fallen under the sway of the Germans 
have already become victims. ‘The Allies 
together with other European countries have 
but one vital interest ond that is to avoid 
German hegemony. ‘That interest, though 
Signor Mussolini apparently refuses to admit 
it, is as much Italy's as it is other nations’. No 
question of gratitude for what Signor Mfus- 
solini might do to assist Herr Hitler to secure 
vietory would for one moment ensure that 
in return Italian aspirations would be re- 
warded, or secure Italian safety and inde- 
pendence. If Italians have any idea that 
they will remain as equal partners with 
Germany in an Axis-dominated Burope, there 
cannot be the slightest doubt that in the 
event of in Axis victory they would very 
speodily be disillusioned. 

‘During the past fortnight as M. Reynaud 
pointed out he had addressed the nation three 
times. The first was to announce that the 
Germans were at the gates of Amiens; 
the second to inform the country of ths 
defection of King Leopold, and on this third 
occasion, in an hour which remains serious 
he brings reason for hope. Germany has 
launched three undertakings conducted with 
all the brutality with which the world has 
become so accustomed as almost to take it 
for granted. ‘The forthcoming annihilation 
fof the Allied forces in Flanders and a capl- 
ulation unprecedented in the history of the 
world was confidently forecast. ‘The Ger- 
‘mans failed of thelr main objective ; the Al- 
Wes escaped with the greater part of their 
tvoops. ‘Then the Germans embarked upon 
a spectacular raid upon Paris, in which hu 
dreds of bombers took part. If it wa 
designed to shake the moral of the Parisians] 
it failed lamentably of its purpose, for the 
soul of Paris stood undismayed despite the 
grievous, and wanton slaughter, and injury 
{inflicted ‘upon so many civilians. It is satis- 
factory to learn that the Allies retaliated in 
Kind, ‘that Dortmund, Dusseldorf, Cologne, 
Essen, Manncheim, Ulm and Ludwigshaven 
all well recognized military objectives have 
been thoroughly bombed in return. It is 
satistactory to note that M. Reynaud has 
definitely “announced that for every raid’ 
against one French town, reprisals in kind 
will be exacted, Only by taking the war to 
‘a Germany, which can again boast that she 
{s fighting 'upon foreign territory, can the 
Allies hope to make any impression upon the 
German people. It is necessary that, their 
complacence shall be rudely disturbed, and 
the bombing of many towns and cities in 
Germany in answer to similar onslaughts on 
Allied centres is the only effective means of 
bringing it about. ‘To many who revere the 
{deals of decency, humanity and mercy this 
may seem a horrible contention, but is not! 
what the Germans are doing equally hor- 
rible?* ‘There can be no turning of the check 
in times of war, but the application of the 
lex tationts with every implication which 
stich a procedure involves. 

Now the Allies ate faced with the third 

t German undertaking,—the “Battle of 

"ag M, Reynaud so aptly terms it. 

It has’ opened’ by no means badly. ‘The 
Germans have succeeded in plercing the 
Weygand Line as it could be expected they 
would. Initial impetus enhances such a 
possibility, but though the mechanized units 
have managed to filter through the line, the 
German troops following them have encoun- 
tered strongly maintained positions from 
which the Allies are taking a terrihle toll 
from the men advancing en masse, and the 
tanks themselves run grave risks of being: 
cut off, or rendered useless by the failure of 

~ supplies to follow them closely. It is im- 

| possible at so early a stage to endeavour to 
estimate the damage which has been inflicted 
upon the enemy, but it is reported that 
mechanized units destroyed in the frst day's 
fighting number hundreds. General Wey- 
and oxpresses satisfaction, and it is to be| 
believed that he would not do-so without 
very good reason. ‘Thus the Cerman dream 
of victory is being met by Allied resistance. 
‘The France that stands in Germany's path 
is not that France which existed during the 
last twenty years, the Britain that is stand- 
ing by her side 1s not Britain that was seen 
between two great wars. There is no de- 
fadenee. ‘The Germans admit themselves the 
ubbornness and gallantry with which they 
have been met. Factors are daily arising 
which will contribute to the ultimate defeat 
of Germany. ‘Tho democracies, as M. Rey- 
naud so rightly has said, have for 

time lacked elear sight ; the concept 

fatherland and of military values has long 
been neglected. But the future is faced with 
































eyes wide open to the realities. The Allics 
have emerged from the era of muddled 
thinking, out of which it required a severe 
reverse to shake them. There is no failure to 
understand the difficult task which lies ahead, 
the enormous trials through which the Allies 
must progress to victory, no idea that the 
‘enemy will be defeated except at enormous 
cost. ‘The Allies are ready to pay it, to pay 
it with the life blood of their sons, in order 
that there shall not pass away from the world 
all those ideals which they hold so dear, ideals. 
which alone can save the world from the 
savagery and anarchy to which it would be 
reduced by a German victory. So with rea- 
Usts at the helm in both France and Great 
Britain those two nations are preparing to 
rise above their initial misfortune, and make 
sure that all that is of good repute in the 
world shall not be banished from it, 











HE PAST WEEK 


June 10. 


‘The big German offensive which com- 
menced on Wednesday last has developed 
into a battle the like of which has never 
before been seen in the world’s history. 
With their usual utter disregard of the sanct- 
ity-of human life the German high command 
have been throwing masses of men shoulder 
to shoulder against strongly defended Allied 
positions from which they meet a withering 
fire which destroys most of them. ‘The 
scenes of slaughter which were witnessed in 
the Battle of Flanders are being repeated, and 
Germans are being sacrificed ina manner 
completely out of all proportion to the re- 
sults achieved in this latest, and perhaps 
final gamble of Herr Hitler to reach Paris. 
What has happened is that the lessons of 
the struggle in Flanders have been thorough- 
ly learned, and the Allies have devised a 
system of ‘defence against. tank formations, 
which at any rate for the last five days has 
proved effective. ‘Thus while enemy tanks 
are able to pass between the strong outposts 
set en echelon, they have not destroyed 
theif, and the fesult has been that the in- 
fantry, which should move up in support 
of the advance, have been massacred by the 
Auied fire. ‘Thus at Forges les Eaux a sub- 
stantial body of enemy tanks have succeeded 
in piercing the Allied zone, but the infantry 
failed to come up in support, and the tanks 
are being dealt with by Allied artillery, and 
aeroplanes, which it is hoped will com- 
pletely put them out of business. The im- 
portance of this news is to be found in the 
frankness with which the Allied commands 
thelr daily communique. ‘They admit 

that the dofensive zones have been pierced, 
admit withdrawals which have become 
necessary to prevent outpost positions being 
outflanked, and with it all demonstrate satis- 
faction with the way the battle has gone 
up to the present. ‘Thus, with the element 
of surprise, which was fo be found in the 
novel tank’ tacties adopted by the enemy, 
having been climinated and adequate 
countermeasures having been devised, the 
prospects of the Allies eventually putting a 
stop to this attempted German advance are 
decidedly more favourable than they were 
at any time during the Battle of Flanders. 
It is inevitable that the huge masses which 
the Germans are throwing into the struggle 
should make some headway, but the impetus 
with which it is being done is in no way 
comparable with what was seen in Flanders. 
It must be some days, or, perhaps, weeks 
before the outcome of this momentous battle 
is known, but the confidence and satistac~ 
tion expressed by General Weygand can be 
taken at full face value as showing that 
there is considerable justification for hope. 
In the meantime an amazing, and most grati- 
fying development has occurred in the 
United States. Short of going into war they 
are apparently determined to do everything 
possible to assist the Allies in the way of 
swift supply of’ war material to them. 
The novel method of retiring aeroplanes, 
te, from the American naval and military’ 
services to thesmanufacturers for replace- 
ment by new machines, the former to be 
sold immediately to the Allies, has lod to! 
approximately one thousand fine machines 
being made available, a formidable rein- 
forcement of the Allied air arm, which 
should make itself felt directly It arrives on. 
the scene of action. ‘The mass of American 
public opinion is strongly behind this policy 
of assisting the Allies, who are thereby 
freatly encouroged, 0 continue the fight 
against Herr Hitler's hordes. It is possible 
that rifles, and artillery may similarly be 
placed nt’ the disposal of the Allies, who 
have indeed yreat cause to be grateful for 
the practical sympathy which is thus being’ 
shown them in their great fight in defence 
of the Ideals of democracy which must 
vanish from the face of the earth if the Ger~ 
mans ever succeed in accomplishing the 
unbelievable, namely, inflicting a lasting de~ 
feat upon the Allies. Herr Hitler has only 
himself to blame for what_is happening. 
Public opinion in the United States has been 
thoroughly aroused by the iniquitous 
methods by which he has trampled rough- 
shod over smaller nations only too anxious 
{o preserve their noutrali:y in this war, and 
demonstrated what would happen to the 
est of the world should Germany win the 
day. Let there be no doubt about it, Herr 
Hiller's ambitions is to dominate the world. 
not merely Europe, but the western hemis- 























phere, and the issue of whether he shall do 
50, or not is being decided upon the ficlds 
of France. 


‘There still remains Italy. Judging trom 
all the signs to be noted, locally as well as 
abroad, the moment when Italy will enter 
the war appears to be rapidly approaching. 
Ail attempts to placate Signor Mussolini 
have completely failed because he refuses to 
be placated. He secs in this present war 
‘an opportunity to sccure territorial aggran- 
dizement, and that, pethaps, with a minimum 
of loss. “There is a very ‘important school 
Gf Allied thought which would rather see 
Maly in the war than maintaining her present 
ambiguous attitude of precarious non-belli- 
gerence. It would have the effect of fur- 
ther closing the leaks in the blockade of 
Germany, for she would in turn be sub- 
Jected to total blockade. Her entrance 
while adding considerably to the gravity of 
the situation need cause no undue alarm, 
for Allied dispositions to meet such an 
eventuality were made at the commence- 
ment of the war, and have been continually 
improved ever since. Allied naval forces. in 
the Mediterranean are immensely superior 
to those which Italy can put to sea, and 
while some of the Italian vessels are of 
excellent design and construction it has to 
be remembered that they will be fought by 
men who have had no experience in major 
naval engagements. From that point of 
view they may prove an unknown factor, 
but it is quite clear that if Italy wishes to 
maintain action in the theatres of war which 
are expected to develop in Africa she will 
have to concentrate on what, humanly 
speaking, appears to be the almost impos 
sible task of obtaining naval dominance in 
the Mediterranean. There have been in- 
dications, somewhat slight it is truo, that the 
Malian war effort may be directed towards 
Yugoslavia. ‘They aro not entirely to be 
disregarded, but it should always be borne 
in mind that the Malian policy as so fre- 
quently announced by Signor Mussolini is 
to sccure advantages at the expense of Great 
Britain and France. In thus going to war 
with Great Britain, Signor Mussolini, if in 
fact he docs so, will be invoking the curse 
of that great Halian patriot Garibaldi. It 
will be remembered that in 1854 when he 
arrived in Tynemouth the people of Nev 
castle presented him with a sword. In his 
letter of thanks, Garibaldi wrote: 
England is a great and powerful nation, 
foremost in human progress, enemy 10 
despotism, the only safe refuge for the exile, 
friend of 'the oppressed; and if over England 
were so circumstanced as to require an ally, 
cursed be the Italian who would not step 
forward with me in her defence. 
Much has occurred since he wrote those 
words, and it is possible that this week the 
world’ will see Italy at war with Great 
Britain and France which have nothing but 
the desire to live in friendship with her, It 
is a sad aspect, but it will have to be faced 
with all those’ desires for amity with her 
thrust for the moment into the background. 


























IF AND WHEN

General Weygand's dramatic message 10 
the Allied forces, that the fierce onemy pres~ 
sure in the Battle of France represented “the 
last quarter of an hour” of the enemy's 
military effort, is, in the light of all that is 
happening, probably the truest estimate of 
the situation possible. It is clear that Herr 
Hitler is throwing everything into this battle. 
‘The next few days may be fraught with the 
gravest possibilities for either side, ‘That the 
Allied communiqués have, since the com- 
‘mencement of this phase of the war, accut~ 
ately set forth the situation is corroborated 
by the attitude of the Italians, and the con- 
firmation of the view, that: Italy will enter 
the war if and when’ Paris is captured, by 
Signor Ansaldo, editor of Count Ciano's “Il 
Telegrafo” in his weekly broadcast, is in the 
circumstances highly signifteant. Tialy is de~ 
termined to take no risk by entering the 
‘war unless convinced beyond a shadow of 
doubt that the Allies are bound to lose, and 
the fact that she has not already entered 
indicates considerable doubt in the mind of 
Signor Mussolini and his advisers as to the 
‘outcome of the present battle, Germany has 
a long way to go before her forces reach 
Paris. The capture of the capital docs not 
necessarily mean the end of the war. Such 
fan eventuality was contemplated in the early 
days of the last war. It would not have 
meant the end of the struggle then, and most 
certainly will not now. Herr Hitler is woe 
{fully behind his original timetable. "A Domei 
report last week, containing the observations 
of a Netherlands diplomat, who was in Ber- 
in prior to the onslaught on the Low Coun- 
tries, and who managed to escape, stated that 
the ‘confident boast in the German capital 
prior to May 10 was that the enemy would 
be in Paris by May 24. Every day that he 
is held up, and the slowness of his progress 
is suMcient indication of the manner in 
which he is being delayed, involves the extra 
expenditure in men and material which is 
already making such inroads into the re~ 
sources which the Nazi Government ac 
cumulated for the purpose of launching a 
‘campaign which is rapidly becoming more: 
Krieg than Blitz. 

If the old method of placing pins in the 


























map, which was so informative twenty-six 
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years ago, is adopted now it is apt to create 
a false impression, and it is clear that some 
of the war correspondents have been follow- 
ing that method. Thus when one of them 
speaks of a crescent line centring upon Pars, 
which the Germans have succeeded in for 
ing, suggesting that a huge pincerlike move~ 
‘ment is commencing for the purpose of squeez~ 
ing out Paris, he is merely taking into con 
sideration those points which the German 
mechanized arm has reached miles ahead of 
the German infantry who are being success~ 
fully held by the Allied formations. Hence 
the claim that light mechanized units have 
reached the outskirts of Rouen docs not mean 
that the German armies have swept round 
to the north-west of Paris but merely that 
advance guards have succeeded in doing so 
unsupported by those masses of bayonet 
strength without which the territory which 
has thus been infiltrated cannot be considered 
as definitely occupied. When the formations 
of infantry are considered it is clear that 
General Weygand’s line has not been broken 
and that separated from their support which 
should have followed them closely as in 
Flanders an entirely different value has to 
bbe attached to the German mechanized units, 
It is important to remember that the Ger- 
mans have not yet penetrated as far as they 
did in the carly days of the last war, when 
with the employment of the last Allied re~ 
serves the enemy were thrown back from 
the Marne after months of rearguard action 
on the part of the Allies. “It is reported that 
General Weygand is still holding back his 
massed reserves, which have not yet entered 
battle, so that a quantity of fresh troops are 
still available to him, when he decides that 
the first phase of this battle has ended and 
the time come for the counter-thrust upon 
which so much depends. ‘The enemy forced 
to maintain a ceaseless onslaught are tiring 
at a greater rate than the Allies who in their 
defensive positions are not subjected to the 
same strain, though what they are enduring 
is severe enough in all. conscience. 

IL may with safety be said that the Allied 
positions from the vicinity of Soissons to 
Sedan have undergone comparatively little 
change, and until the enemy can make a 
deep advance southwards and westwards in 
that area, together with consolidating thelr 
position in the Rouen area, the pincer-like 
movement which some correspondents pro= 
fess {0 sce cannot come into operation. It 
is probable that, before the Germans can 
effect any such movement, General Weygand 
will embark upon the counter-attack. ‘The 
forces at his disposal are unknown, but all 
the cables which have been recelved since 
last Wednesday indicate that the front line 
hhas been held .by just a suMciency of men 
to moet the German onslaughts and render 
them as expensive as possible, ‘The chances 
are, therefore, that he has’ a formidable 
striking force at his disposal, and is eagerly 
awaiting the time when he can make use of 
them. It is because of this that the quict 
confidence expressed in official Allied com- 
muniqués has been possible. General Wey~ 
gand sees the approaching end of the severity 
of the German thrust, and while nothing 
quite so dramatic Battle of the Marne, 
which defeated the German advance on Paris 
in 1914 and threw it back, is to be expected, 
there is reason to believe that the Germans 
will be stopped from making even that slow 
progress which they are effecting at present, 
For this reason the hesitancy shown in Italy 
to enter the war can be readily understood. 
Rome is not yet convinced that the Battle 
of France has been won by the enemy. The 
Allies are confident that they will have a 
long way to go before any such conviction 
will be felt, Each day that Rome stays out 
means another day in which the issue has 
been in doubt, Signor Mussolini wants to 
indulge in no such gamble as that upon 
which Herr Hitler is staking the fortunes of 
himself and his country, for he realizes that 
defeat will mean just as much the destruc- 
tion of his own political career as it will 
mean that of Herr Hitler's. So upon the 
Battle of France which is being waged with 
such ferocity a great deal depends. ‘The end 
fs not yet in sight, but there is every reason 
to look to the future with a quiet optimism, 
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Absurd German Claims 


‘The German propaganda machine has 
thoroughly adopted the doctrine of Horr Hitler 
that the bigger the lie the greater the chance 
of ‘ts being believed. A further proof of this 
is the story emanating from Berlin relative to 





German allegations concerning their own 
casualties, and the enormous claims as to the 
losses of the Allied, “Reliable” quarters, in 


Berlin are said to allege that German casualties 
in Flanders amounted to. no more than 10,000 
killed and 40,000 wounded. Tt has been sald by 
more than one observer that it, has been the 





practice of the Germans all along to divide 
their losses by ten before announcing them, and 
to multiply their gains by exaelly the same 
Agure. Application of that rule in this instance 
gives the Germans killed as 100,000 and wounded 
8s 400,000 making a total of 500,000 casualties 
Which is appreciably close fo. the estimates 
Which the Allies have published. The German 
‘claims as to the number of prisoners taken is 
equally fantastic. To commence with they assert 
that they have taken 500,000 Belgians prisoner. 
It'is known that the whole Belgian army was 
around that figure, but it is also known that not 
fall the Belgians surrendered and. that large 




















faumbers of them lave been evacuated together 
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with the French and British from Flanders. The 
British and French forees in Flanders were 
some time ago announced to be about 600,000. 
‘Of that number It is known that at least 240,000 
British soldiers have been evacuated, and it is 
to be assumed that a similar proportion of 
four-fifths of the French army has been saved. 
‘There then still remain about 120,000 French 
‘and British troops unaccounted for. It is, there- 
fore quite apparent that the German ciaim to 
have taken "1,230,000 prisoners, even if the 
Netherlands army is thrown in, is just another 
of those absurdities which cannot stand the 
lightest serutiny. Doubtless all this reads very 
well for home consumption, but that it will 
have much chance of being accepted abroad 
cannot possibly be believed. The tricks of the 
German propaganda machine are by now only 
too well ‘understood,

What 
hhas happened and what is still happening in 
Europe emphasizes the fact that, just as Earl 
Baldwin realized that the British frontier was 
along the Rhine, so also is that of the United 
Slates.

show that an Allied defeat would lead 
to the destruction of American ideals, institutions 
‘and ‘manner of living. A declaration of war 
eed not necessarily mean. that American 
troops would have to be sent to Europe. ‘There 
ig still a very strong, and under 
standable disinclination inthe United 
States to do any such thing. Yet ad 
claration of war upon Germany would have 
Important matorial and moral effects. It would 
have the immediate result of justifying the de- 
spaich to the Allies of every ounce of material 
which the United States could alford to dis 
pote of, and thus assist in speeding up the 
securing of that superiority, especially in the 
air which is so essential to uljimate victory. 
‘The moral effect would be even greater. Ger- 
many has been roundly condemned for the 
bulalitles she has committed. That in itself had 
certain psychological effect throughout the 
‘world, but the fact that the United States had 
so eleatly aligned herself with the Allies in the 
manner” which these leaders of American 
thought propose would be even more effective, 
3s bringing home to the smaller democracies,

Prince Tokugawa 


‘Tokyo, June 6. 

Prince Iyesato ‘Tokugawa, former 
President of the House of Peers, died 
here today of pneumonia. Prince 
‘Tokugawa had been suffering from 
Kidney trouble since the spring of 
1939. 

He was born July, 1863, at Tokyo, 
the son of Yoshinori Tokugawa, the 
15th and last Shogun, He studied in 
England, returning to Japan in 1682. 
He was created a Prince in 1884 and 
served as Lord-in-Walting at the 
‘Musk Hall of the Imperial House- 
hold. 

He was made a peer in 1900 and 
was President of the House of Peers 
from 1903 to 1033. He was chief 
Japanese delegate to the Washington

‘Under the new regulations ali water 
supply Is cut off in ‘Tokyo except be- 
tween 4 and 8 o'clock in the morning 
and 4 and 8 o'clock in the evening. 

‘Tokyo's 6,000,000 inhabitants were 
urged by thelr oMcials yesterday to 
conserve water by all possible means, 
including a sharp curtailment inthe 
number of baths. Both forelgners 
Jand Japanese have been urged to draw 
‘only sufMlelent water for cooking and 
a minimum amount of washing. 

Some sections of Tokyo are receiv= 
ing their water by truck only. ‘The 
low level of the reservoirs and ine 
sufficient pumping equipment have 
made truck service to higher section 
of the city necessary.

The 
‘dest “and best-known European 
universities sought our men of learn 
ing. In Antwerp we established a 
faciory’ which contributed much to 
the prosperity of Flanders.” 

‘Dr. Lebre @ Lima then went on to 
cite many glorious names of Saints, 
Posts, navigators and warriors. He 
Feferred to the Portuguese discoveries 
End conquests through which thoy 
kot to know all the peoples of the 
ecrth who in turn learnt to know 
them. 

“We went everywhere, os mission- 
aries, as warriors, as sailors, as traders 
‘and’ as settlers. In Asia, ours was 
the first European language that 
introduced; and when later, others 
arrived upon the scene, ours ‘was the 
language they had to learn in order 
to help them in their dealings ‘with 
the Far-Eastern people. 

Cemetery At Peking 

‘In Ceylon there are today more 
than half a million Roman Catholies 
‘many of them still using Portuguese 
names and surnames, The foreign 
cemetery in Peking is full of tomb- 
stones of many of our brave men. 
‘The whole African littoral was ex- 
plored by our navigators and by 
them marked and named. ‘The sin- 
est relies in Morocco and Ethiopia 
are of Portuguese origin. ‘There are 
countless harbours and islands “in 
the South Atlantic which, if they had 
not been ours, they were atleast, 
‘our godchildren, because they still 
retain the names which we gave 
them,” 

‘His Excellency then quoted from 
the preamble of Premier in relation, 
to the present celebrations: 

Eight Centuries of History 

“To have eight centuries of his- 
ory is rare and unique in Europe, 
‘The definition of ‘political identity’ 
presupposes the same people, the 
same nation and the same State, From 
almost the very beginning and by 
the efforts of our first kings, our 
boundaries in the Iberian Peninsula 
were clearly defined and have since 
remained unchanged. From the first 
fo the last, our ‘Chiefs? have all had 
‘the same Portuguese blood in their’ 
veins. Free from nearly all the up- 
heavals in Europe where new States 
succeeded one another, Portugal wit- 
nessed the birth of some, the fusion,

viees could be fully met from 
United Kingdom and Dominion re- 
sources, they could render better 
service’ by continuing for the time 
being to Fepresent Imperial interests 
in their present country of residence. 

‘Many Want (0 Go 

Since the extension of the area of 
hostilities, His Majesty's Consul- 
General ‘has again informed His 
Majesty's Government of the growing 
‘anxiety of a considerable number of 
local British subjects to offer them- 
selves for active service in various 
eapacities, and has enquired whether, 
if the Government were not in a 
position to arrange accommodation, 
there was any objection to the rais- 
ing of funds locally to facilitate the 
passage home of these volunteers. 

‘A reply has now been received 
through His” Majesty's Embassy 
stating that the general attitude of 
His Majesty's Government towards 
the recruiting of British subjects re- 
sient in distant countries is at pre- 
sent under review.

Subsequent enquiries revealed that

In Noon Blaze 


Shanghai, June 10. 

Five Chinese members of the 
‘Shanghai Fire Brigade were taken to 
hospital, a forcign lady was burned, 
‘on her forearms and in the face, and| 
a Sikh police constable attached to 
Bubbling Well station was slapped by’ 
‘a member of the Special City Govern-_ 
ment Fire Brigade, during a blaze 
which occurred at the corner of 
Great Western and Edinburgh Roads| 
shortly after 11 a.m, yesterday. One| 
‘of the ‘fire-engines sustained’ some: 
slight damage as a result of flames 
Unexpectly shooting out of one of the 
shops situated near a hydrant, when 
Rust of wind fanned them in the 
Girection of the vehicle. It was moved, 
away Immediately, however, and con- 
tinued to. render’ valuable "services 
until it was» ordered back to its 
station later in the afternoon together. 
‘with most of the other machines trom 
Bubbling Well, Sinza, and  Ichang 
Road stations which had responded 
to the call. 

‘Numerous houses, shops, and a 
factory were gutted, while many ad- 
ditional buildings were damaged. 

‘The alarm was first received at 
1117 am. and when the first three 
‘machines arrived on the scene, a 
call was Immediately put through 
Jor assistance, not so much because 
of th size of the fire, but because 
it was exceedingly dimeult to get 
near to the flames due to. the 
countless flimsy structures and bar- 
Mleades which were in the way of 
the firemen, 

Shortly after 12 o'clock noon, a 
slight wind fanned the flames in'the 
direction of the firemen, with the 
result that many sustained minor 
burns, or at’ least suffered from 
swollen faces and hands as a result 
of the extreme heat, 

In addition, the tremendous heat 
made it quite impossible for the 
flames to be approached from the 
Great’ Western ‘Road side for some 
minutes after the firemen hed arrived 





on the scone, 
Official Fgnoring Whe Hose 
‘The foreign lady, whose identity 


could not be ascertained, courageously. 
dashed into a burning ‘pet shop and 
rescued most of the caged birds in 
the premises, without in. the least 
considering the burns which she had, 
sustained, and the dangers whieh she| 
‘was facing every time she rushed Into 
the blazing inferno. 

An oMleer of the Special City Gov- 
ernment police who came to. the 
scene on a motor-cyele, ignored the 
hose lying across the street with the 
result that he drove over one of them, 
fearing It to the extent that it had 
to be replaced. 

White, due to the proximity in 
which these various structures stood, 
it was very dimeult to ascertain 
exactly how many houses had been 
gulted, it was possible to ascertain 
that nine shops, six houses, and fve 
country-style houses were completely 
destroyed, as was a small weaving 
and dyeing factory, while a Chinese 
warage, a” pawnshop. and. several 
other buildings were damaged before 
the ‘lames were brought under con- 
tol at 1247 pm. 

Only about two hours tater were 
‘most of the machines able to return 
to thelr stations, although a crew 
was still on the scene at about 6 p.m. 
engaged in damping down the 
debris. 

‘When a “North-China Daily News" 
reporter arrived on. the seene, he

A. detailed analysis of the increased 
cost of living among Chinese workers 
in Shanghai is contained in the In- 
dustrial Section of the S.MLC. for May, 
which was Issued yesterday, After 
Feviewing the difficult economic situa- 
tlon in factories in Shanghai, due to the 
Increased price of imported materials, 
and to shortages and dealing with

Cost of Living Index of Chinese 
‘Workers—These index’ figures are 
‘based ona standard of living ruling 
Jin 1036. Tt is estimated that the lower 
standard prevailing in May 1940 in- 
volves a cost of living 292 times as 
much as that prevailing in 1936. 

‘After a slight decline in Mareh’ and 
April, the May ‘cost of living. index 
‘of Chinese workers rose considerably 
‘8 compared with that of April fol- 
Towing the severe drop in foreign 
exchange rates since ‘May 2. ‘The 
‘general index stands at 382.91, show- 
ing an inerease of 18.19 points’ or 4.99 
per cent. over the preceding month, 
thus exceeding the February record 
of 477.02. All group indices display

{is inereased by. 7.22 per cent; cloth~ 
ing, 18.02 per cent; and miscellaneous, 
208 per eent, as compared with April.

it is introduced, that is, the lessor. 
Hence,” before" the “forfelture is 
established, it must be clearly shown, 
fn the case of a condition, that the 
event specified in the condition has 
happened. (20 Hailsham p. 249). 1 
do not understand that the rules. of 
construction as. applied in the 
‘Chinese Courts materially differ from 
‘those I have slated. Mr. Theodore 
© Chen, who was called as av 
expert witness on Chinese law, put 
the position thus: “If there is any 
doubt of the right of the landlord to 
fenter under the contract, the benefit 
of the doubt is given to the lessee. 
‘That is a rule of practice in the 
Chinese Courts at present.” 

‘Clause 1 of this Lease states that 
the lease is for a fixed period of 
two years ending January 31, 1941, 
Jand that “within such period neither 
party can terminate the lease.” If 
this Clause be taken literally, the 
other Clauses in the Lease—and 
particularly Clause 7 providing for 
re-entry by the lessor in the event 
fof a breach of covenant on the part 
of the Jessees—become absurd. ‘But 
T feel that such would not be a| 
correct construction “of the Lease. 
Clause 1, in my view, was drafted 
with the provisions of Article 453 
of the Chinese Civil Code in mind. 
Jand the words quoted were inserted 
fin order to make it quite clear that 
during the term neither party should 
bbe at liberty fo terminate the lease 
by notice ‘under the provision of 
that Article. ‘The words were not 
intended to confliet, and should not 
be construed as conflicting, with the 
other Clauses of the Lease,

As regard Clause 3 of the Lease,

covenant “not to sublet or part with 
the possession of the demised pre- 
mises." On December 20, 1939, the 
defendants, in consideration of the 
payment of a sum of money assigned, 
‘or purported to assign, the residue of 
their lease to the Chung Ing Publish- 
ing Company. So far as that trans- 
action is concerned, I eannot see 
‘that it falls within ‘the purview of 
Clause 3. The evidence is that the

I thought, 
that the Clause possibly was meant 
to prohibit the lessees from’ parting 
with the possession of even ‘apart 
‘of the demised premises. But I'am 
‘bound to say that upon reconsidera 
tion I must decide otherwisd. In 
Clause 3 the parties are only repeat- 
{ing the law ss contained in’ the first 
two lines of Article 443, and when 
they say “the demised premises” or 
“thing leased” they must be taken (0 
mean the whole premises leased. 
In English law if there is to be an 
‘obligation not to sublet a part of 
the premises. a covenant not to sub- 
let any part must be inserted in the 
Tease. (20 Hailsham p, 347). | And 
that in my view is also the position 
under Article 443. The matter ia not 
without diticulty. but the plaintift 
hhas not satisfied me that the event 
‘specified in Clause 3 has happened 
‘or that the acts of the lessees have 
been such as to constitute on thelr 
part a breach of the covenant con- 
tained in thot Clause, 

T pass now to Clause 4 of the Lease 
which prohibits the making by the 
Tessees ‘of 








four walls. the staircases and all 
the complete fixtures.” The evidence 
fs that there existed a small wooden 
structure on the roof garden of these 
premises, and that the defendants 
demolished this and erected in. its 
lace a brick structure which covers 
rather more space than did. the 
former ‘structure. It is “not an 

laborate affair and Mr. Cumine in 
his evidence states that it could be 
pulled down, and the wooden struc- 
ture reinstated. in a matter of four 

ys. Whether the letting. value of 
the ‘premises has or has not been 
diminished is not in point here, ‘The 
point is: Does that which has been 
done fall within the wording of the 
prohibition contained in Clause 4 
of the Lease. I have less hesitation 
jin deciding here that this particular 
‘addition does not fall within’ either 
the letter or the spirit of Clause 4. 
Nothing would have Ween easier 
than for the lessor to have included 
words prohibiting any change in the 
exterior appearance of the premises; 
‘but this he has not done. ‘The Clause 
merely refers 10 the windows, doors, 
four walls, staircases and fixtures. 
Counsel for the plainuit has argued 
that the brick structure is an allera- 
tion to the four walls. I do not 
think he is right. 

‘The ‘plaintiff must satisfy me 
beyond doubt that the events which 
have happened constitute a breach 
of the covenant. He has not done 
so, and inthe result the. plalntift 
fails. His claim is aceorgingly dis- 
missed. I may say that I have no 
Particular sympathy with elther of 
the parties, and the ease in my view 

ne which should not have come 
into Court. Justice will best. be 
served by my making no order as 
to costs. ‘The defendants have paid 
$2,500 into Court to cover the’ in- 
jstalments for the period January to 
May 1940, and 1 will order that the 
plaintift be at liberty to take this

Suffocated by Robbers 
INQUEST OF CHARLES cuPCWINDEN 
Before Br, C. M. Maines, W.M. Coroner 
‘asjourned) 

Shanghai, June 7. 

‘The inquest into the death of Mr. 
Charles Chegwidden, retired Customs 
River Police oficer, was continued 
in H. M. Police Court, before H. M. 
Coroner, Mr. C. H. Haines, on Tues- 
‘day. Mr. Chegwidden, who had long 
‘been retired, was living at Lane 304, 
House 1, Nanzing Road, when a 
number of men entered the house, 
fand robbed it, leaving deceased 
‘bound and gagged. Having recently 
‘come out of hospital, Mr. Chegwidden 
Wwas ina weak condition, and the gig 
was sufficient to suffocate him. 

‘The frst evidence to be given was 
that of Dr. Alexander H. Skinnet 
who conducted a post mortem ex- 
amination of the body on May 29. 
He stated that he found some internal 
bruising of the throat, consistent with 
strangling, and also congestion of 
the lungs, which suggested suffoca- 
tion, He’ stated that he found no 
traces of any rag in the deceased's, 
throat. The Coroner asked a number 
of questions about a plece of zag 
which was used to gag Mr. Cheg- 
widden, and which was believed to 
have caused his death, ‘This rag had 
disappeared before Dr. Skinner made 
his_examination, 

‘The next witness was Mr. Duilio 
Barlolini, who knew deceased well, 
and identified the body at the frst 
hearing of the inquest at the General 
‘Hospital. He was called by the 
Chegwidden’s amah, and went over 
to the house immediately, arriving at 
the same time as the police. When 
he went up to Chegwidden's room 
with a policeman they saw him lying 














on the bed with his mouth open, but 
hhe seemed to be dying rapidly.” He 
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‘had not noticed anything in the de- 
‘ccased's mouth, 

‘Wong Ah-ying, Chegwidden s amah, 
told the court that she had gone to 
‘bed and was asleep when the men 
‘entered the house, but was awakened 
Joy them, and warned that unless she 
kept quiet she would be shot, She 
was bound and gagged, but after half 
‘an hour managed to release herself, 
‘and went to Mr. Bartolin's house, 
Probationary Police Sergeant F. D. 
Forster, stated that he entered the 
house by the back door, and rushed 
upstairs, releasing Mr. "Chegwidden 
from his bonds, but the latter already 
appeared to be dead. The inquest 
‘was adjourned until Tuesday, June 11,

Germans Near Dunkirk ; Zeebrugge Blocked 


London, June 4. 


GTHLL more troops were arriving in England from Dunkirk this 
morning. Several ships landed French officers and other ranks, 
all of whom had been fighting night and day without rest during 


the past few days.

‘Many spoke of returning to France as soon as possible 


to resume the fight against the invaders.

“Zeebrugge Harbour has been com- 
pletely blocked and rendered useless 
for many months to come,” said a 
naval -offlcer who participated in 
‘operations blocking the harbour on 
the morning of May 27. 
‘Two attempts, he recounted, were 
made, the first on the night of May 
‘On the frst occasion, they were

‘A dredger was sunk across the 
‘two block-ships made 
thelr way’ inside the harbour to the 
lock-gates and were there sunk In 
positions making use of the gates 
Impossible, 
ratings of the block-ships were 
evacuated in rowing boats and then 
raced up a canal to where escorting 
vessels were waiting to take them 
‘back to England at top speed. No 
casualties were sustained during 
thelr operation. 

Tt fg understood that the block. 
ships were specially designed so that 
they could not be removed easily, 
‘and that Zeebrugge Harbour would, 
‘in consequence, be unusable for many 
months. ‘Thus, a most enterprising

Mr, Churchill's Announcement 
London, Suns 

A total of 335,000 Anglo-French 
troops was safely evacuated from 
Flanders, Mr, Winston Churchill, the 
Prime. Minister, announced in’ the 
‘House of Commons today amid cheers. 

Tndicating the terrifle Aight which 
the Allles put up, Mr. Churchill re. 
vealed that out ot the 4000 Allied 
forees defending Calais all were wiped 
‘Out except 30 men who were evacuat- 
ed to Britain unwounde 

“The Navy has carried * 335,000 
‘Anglo-French troop from Flanders,” 
he sald. “What has happened in 
Fronee and Belgium is a_ colossal 
military disaster. ‘The French Army 
ig weakened. Belgium is lost,” Mr. 
Churchill frankly announced. 

‘The Prime Minister disclosed that 
ihe British losses amounted to 30,000, 
“Our losses are 80,000 killed, wounded 
and missing....Calais is ‘given an 
hour to surrender. There were four 
days of street fighting before there 
was silence over Calais. Only 30 
unwounded survivors were brought 
off by the Navy,” he said. 

“We shall not be content with a de 
fensive war..."The whole of the Chan- 
nel ports are in Hitler's hands. We 

ust expect another ‘blow struck al- 
most “immediately at us or 
French,"—United Press. 


Sedan Break ‘Through Effects 
London, June 4. 

“From the moment French defences 
at Sedan and on the Meuse were 
broken during the second week of 
May, only a rapid retreat to Amfons 
and ‘the south could have saved the 
British and French Armies who had 
entered Belgium at the appeal of the 
Belgian King,” declared Mr. Churchill, 
the Prime Minister, in the House of 
Commons today, making a statement 
on the progress’ of the war. 

“But this fact was not immediately 
realized. ‘The French High Command 
first thought they would be able to 
close the gap, and the Armies of the 
north were under their orders. ‘More- 
over, retirement then would have 













































































Involved almost certainly destruction 
of the fine Belgian Army of over 20 
divisions and abandonment of the 
whole of Belgium. : 
“Therefore, when the force 

scope of the German penetration were 
realized, and when the French Gen- 
eralissimo Weygand assumed  com- 
‘mand in place of General Gamelin, an 
‘effort was made by the French and| 
British “Armies in Belgium to keep 
‘on holding the right hand of the Bel- 
glans and to give thetr own right hand | 
to a newly-created French Army which| 
was to have advanced on the Somme 
in great strength to clasp it. The| 
German eruption, however, swept to 
the right and rear of the Armies in the 
north, Eight or nine armoured divi- 
sions, each of about 400° armoured 
vehicles of different Kinds, were em 
ployed.

‘Tanks Bosged 
Paris, June 4. 

While Aghting continued to rage 
violently and relentlessly _around| 
Dunkirk, Allied troops, despite air| 
bombings and the heavy shelling of| 
JGerman artillery units, proceeded 
‘methodically with their’ withdrawal 
this morning. 

‘Since the region around Dunkirk 
was flooded last week, water has 
penetrated deeply into the ground and| 
the entire area is a huge quarmire in 
which tanks are bogged and motor- 
ized units useless.

T[HE Germans launched an attack early at dawn over a front of 
more than 120 miles, said a French military spokesman in 


Paris today.

Should the new bill be passed all 
men having. served in the arined | 
forces would be re-employed when 
demobilized. Recruiting in foreign 
armies and advertisements for foreign 
armed forces would be prohibited.

“Our men are in exeellent spirits, 
despite heavy artillery and machine- 
gun fire, and low-flying bombing, 
They just shake themselves after- 
wards, and Iqugh.

Paul Baudoin at the Foreign OMmee, 
and M. ¥. Bouthillier, Treasury 
technician with the fuil rank of 
Minister of Finance at the Louvre. 


Not a Dictatorship 
Not since the rule of M. Georges 
Clemenceau has any Frenchman 
Jamassed such a tremendous degree of 
personal power in. France. French 
political leaders said last night. how- 
ever, that there were no indications 
that'M. Reynaud was attempting to 
“ape Stalin or Hitler by setting him- 
self up as an amateur’ dictator,” 

In principle, it was said, the French 
Government will continue to conform 
to all Parliamentary traditions, al- 
though for the time being M. Rey- 
aud has not fixed a date for calling 
Parliament, back.

WHY IS 
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SALUTE TO FRENCH NAVY 


By Somenser Mavcwant 


‘These are stirring times for us all and we 
are watehing the exploits of the British Navy 
with deep admiration. We are confident in 
the strength of our magnificent ships and we 
Know the courage, the daring and the skill 
of the crews that man them. We know that 
they, officers and ratings alike, will do all 
that’ is in their power to bring victory to 
our cause, We know that they will never 
hesitate at any sacrifice that is demanded of 
them. We know that they will do their 
duty. 

But it is of the French Navy that I wish 
to tell you something here. ‘The French 
Navy doesn’t advertise its activities, it goes 
about its job so modestly and'so quietly that. 
the public—not only the British public, but 
the French too—has little notion either of 
its strength or of the splendid work it has 
done since war broke out. It is extremely 
ficient, it is powerful, and it is modern. 
At present the French Navy consists: of six 
battleships of the most moder type. Several 
ships of 35,000 tons are under ‘construction’ 
and one of these is nearly ready. It has besides 
seven big cruisers, ten smaller cruisers, and 
thirty of 3,000 tons, It has 50 destroyers and. 
80 submarines. You see this is . formidable 
power, 

‘The French Navy has acted in close co- 
operation with the British Navy and to show 
how close this co-operation is I may tell you 
that at the moment when the British Com- 
mander-in-Chief in the Mediterranean needed 
‘more ships he applied to the French Ad~ 
miralty for the loan of such as he wanted and. 
these “were immediately Ient to him. In 
association with our ships French ships 
escorted British troops across the Channel 
and escorted troops from Canada and Aus- 

All this the French Navy has done 
jeciation with the British Navy, but it 
hhas had its own special tusks to perform. As 
things are it has made the Mediterranean 

fe as the Lake of Lucerne, safer in| 
present circumstances, as safe let me say as 
Lake Michigan or Superior. It has. 
protected the great Atlantic ports of France| 
(south of Dunkirk) and Morocco and has 
transported several hundred thousand men 
from the French colonies to France. It hi 
enabled supplies of every description to be’ 
brought to France in perfect safety. 

Since the outbreak of the war the French 
Navy has captured a considerable number 
of German merchant ships and has seized 
more than 600,000 tons of German merchan- 
Gis. It has taken its fair share in sinking 
and damaging German submarines. ‘The 
Siroco (since lost off Dunkirk), a torpedo 
boat, certainly sank ‘two and probably 
three. I should add that the French Navy 
has its own aviation and the planes are 
‘manned by naval officers. They have at- 
tacked submarines and performed with equal 
efficiency all the other duties which are 
carried out by our own coastal command. 

I think you will agree with me that this| 
is a record of which our Allies may well 
feel proud. * But strangely enough they take 
it for granted. ‘The fact is that the Freneh= 
man is above all an infantryman. He is just- 
ly proud of his army. It is well armed, well 
ed and the spirit of the men is as admirable. 
as it has always been. The great battles it 
has fought and won are of imperishable 
memory. It is on’ their splendid armies that 
the French confide to achieve victory, ‘They. 
have never taken the same interest in their 
Navy. It behoves us then, for we are a 
seafaring nation and we know that our Navy 
4s the safeguard of our liberties, to give the 
French Navy the credit which. is its due. 

I was fortunate enough to be invited to 
spend a little time in a French battleship and 
a little time more in a torpedo boat, and I 
went to sea in them while they carried out! 
their routine exercises. Since not many. 
British people have had this opportunity, and 
certainly no British civilian, I think it’ may 
interest you to know a little of what I saw. 
You_must remember that the English and 
the French are very different from one an- 
other in many ways, but it would be a great 
mistake to suppose ‘that because the French 
don't do certain things in our way, they 
do them worse. One of the things we have 
got to do, we and the French, is to try to 
understand one another and make allowances 
for differences of temperament and of out- 
Jook. There are men who like to play golf and 
there are men who like to play tennis. Well, 
each has a right to his own taste, and to look 
down on your neighbour because he doesn’t 
share yours is merely stupid. In the instance 
Thave just mentioned the end is the same, to 
take pleasant exereise, and how you take 

is your own affair. So if I point out cer- 
tain things in'the French Navy that struck 
me as different from ours, you must not 
think for a moment that I mean to condemn 
them. I should be inclined to say that com- 
pared with a man in the British Navy the 
French sailor is untidy. He is not so smart 
in his dress nor so smart in his bearing, One 
has the impression that a good deal of the

done and very well. When an order is given 
it is carried out, but not with quite the 
‘machine-like precision which we are used to’ 
the British Navy. 

‘The French sailor enters the Navy as a 
conscript, but it is a good profession and 
after his’ service he often stays in; he's an 
intelligent, quick-witted man. He’ lkes- to| 
know what he is up to and likes to be treated 
as a rational being.- T got the impression that| 
a truly democratic feéling obtains in the 
French Navy. ‘There is less class-conscious- 
ness in France than there is in England and 
this makes the relations of men, whatever 
their social status, more fraternal. You see, 
the whole nation ‘is in arms, men in every 
rank of society are together, bearing the same 
discomforts and exposed to the same dangers. 
‘The uniform of the French rating may clothe 
the body of a fisherman or a farm labourer, 
but it may also clothe the body of a smart 
man-about-town, the bearer of a great title 
or a millionaire. Discipline is maintained, 
of course, for discipline is essential, but I 
think in the French Navy there exists be- 
tween officers and men not only confidence, 
but a sort of quiet friendliness. ‘The rating’ 
when he is speaking to an officer doesn’t ad- 

‘but by his rank. And I 
mustn't forget to tell you that officers and 
men smoke where and when they please on 
board, during working hours and out of them, 
and T couldn't help thinking that this might 
have something to do with the sense of com- 
radeship that \seemed to me so pleasant. 
‘Tobacco is a great levellor. It soothes the| 
nerves and makes men feel sympathetic to- 
wards one another. 

‘The officers are professional sailors. ‘Those! 
I was fortunate enough to meet appeared to 
me clever, keen and competent. They are 
naturally ‘energetic and that is lucky for 
them, sinee they are kept hard at work from 
morning till night. Essentially sailors are the 
same in every country and the brotherhood 
of the sea unites them, but still the British 
‘officer isn’t quite the same sort of man as. 
his French colleague. ‘The ceremony with 
which officers in the French Navy treat one 
another seems to us rather elaborate. On 
‘meeting for the first time in the day, a junior 
officer salutes his superior ; they invariably 
shake hands and exchange a few civil words. 
‘The junior says; “My respects, commander,” 
while the senior replies, “How are you?" or 
“Are you well?” I received the impression. 
that the terms on which officers stand 
fone another were cordial without being i 
timate. ‘The French officer, I fancy, is apt to 
keep himself to himself. 

T think there are reasons for this. The 
family is the centre of a Frenchman's life, its 
mainstay and its justification. It was plain’ 
enough that the commander of the ship 1’ 
‘was in was proud of it, as the racing motorist 
might be proud of the car in which he had 
won a great race, but it was not his home. 
His home was the house at Brest or Toulon. 
where his wife and children waited for him. 
I should say that the French officer chooses| 
the sea for his profession as other men 
choose a career in the city and when he 























ship's work is done in a rather happy-go- 
Iueky way, but the fact remains that it is 


ove the sea. He does. He enjoys the op- 
portunities which the treacheries of the 
elements give him for the exercise of his will 
and intelligence, but T think he keeps the 
tenderness of his emotion for the country 
side of his birthplace, It is a difference of 
temperament, and in no way, impairs his 
‘efficiency. For the British officer the sea is 
@ vocation, while to the French it is an 
honourable way of earning his living. 








ALONG THE HIGHWAYS 


June 5—We identified two interesting wild 
lowers on the lawn today. One was Prunella 
vulgaris, commonly known as. self-heal: the 
‘erect flowering stems of this plant wore almost 
square and very hairy, the purplish-blue flowers 
being set in a head which appeared almost too 
heavy for the stem. We looked up the plant in 
Culpeper's Herbal and found that if it really 
docs cure all the ills it 1s supposed to do, it 
fhas been well named. If it is mixed with syrup, 
fand taken os, preseribed, it will cure all “in- 
‘ward wounds”: if it is made into a paste ond 
applied externally, it will cure all “outward 
‘wounds.”” ‘The plant will “also cure head~ 
aches if mixed with oll of ‘roses and. ap- 
plied to the forehead: “Tommy” thinks that the 
Droperties of the plant, good as they appear to 
be, would not be quite strong enough for some 
‘of our local headaches. The second. wild-flower 
fo ‘attract our attention was Spiranthes  ax- 
stralis, commonly called lady's tresses. The 
flowers on this plant are small and very dainty: 
{they are arranged in spiral form on the top of 
the’ spike which appears most peculiar. If any 
‘of the readers of these notes are microscope- 
minded, T would suggest that they look at the 
flowers th:ough thelr instrument; they will, 
believe, be very interested to see how nattire 
has managed to orrange so much beauty in 
such a small space. We notice that the gardenias 
Gardenia jasminoides and G. radicans are pre- 
paring to open thelr buds. The gardenia is an 
old favourite in England; but the plant so well 
known there as the cape jasmine which flowers 
Jduring the Winter, is not the same species as 
‘we grow outside here :ours do not like artifical 
heat. ‘The chief drawback to our gardenias is 
[the ‘tact that huge colonies of small insects 
[make their home in the lowers as soon as they 
‘pen, If these are not shaken out before the 
flowers are taken into the house, trouble is 
Ukely. G. jesminoldes is native to Chi 
wae. 














June 7.—We observe that the Hypericums are 
now in flower: these are most useful dwarf 
shrubs commonly known as St John's Wort. 
One of the species is known as Rose of Sharon. 
‘The best of the species grown locally are H. 
hinense and H. patulum; both are very attrac: 
tive and so accommodating, for they will grow 
in the shade. They both appear fo burn when 
Planted in a position too much exposed to the 
Afternoon sun. H. chinense is a dwart species 
with larger leaves and flowers than H. patulum 
‘which grows taller and rather stragely if allow. 
ed to have its own way: the flowers produced 
by both are ‘golden yellow. Both species are. 
native to China, We femember reading, at one 
time, a nurseryman's description of that uni- 
versally “planted wiehuraiana climbing rose, 
Dorothy Perkins. He stated in part “this is a 
fine climber; but the country is gelting rather 
messed up with It” ‘The writer may have been 
correct in a way, but we hope that the popular

Dut they are all beautiful and almost every 
colour is represented. This iris likes a moist 
situation during the Summer while, during the 
‘Winter, it prefers to be dry at the roots. Tt 
does not object to plenty of sun, as a matter of 
fact, it appears to like swat. 

June 9—We noticed éne of the day-lilies 
making a most attractive display In a garden 
today: the flowers were orange in colour and. 
very large. It does appear a shame that the 
Mowers last for only ‘one day; but the plant 
produces such a. good succession, that it per- 
hhaps does not matter that the individual blooms. 
are so short-lived. The day-lily does not appear 
to be at all particular regarding treatment, 
it grows anywhere. The yellow species Hemero= 
eats flava’ is to be found in any out-of-the- 
way-place: the flowers of the plant are eaten, 
[and highly esteemed by many lovers of Chinese 
food; personally, we are not too fond of dishes 
prepared with ' day-lily flowers, ‘The name 
Hemerocallis was derived from the Greck 
emera a day, and Kallas. beauty” (beautiful for 
fa day). The Yucca is beginning to flower al 
this Js) a_very stately plant commonly called 
‘Adam's Needle, ‘The dense clusters of sword- 
ike Teaves are ornamental throughout the year, 
while the plants bearing erect panicles of bell: 
shaped flowers are most attractive ina group, 
‘or planted as specimens on the lawn, or along 
jan avenue. ‘They are also charming’ arranged 
in a large vase; they last such a long time in 
‘water, We saw a few plants of our favourite elimb— 
er in full lower the other day: we refer to the 
lelematis, They were planted together with a 
pink climbing rose and thelr blue flowers show- 
ers to. advantage. ‘There was also. a 
[bed of that charming annual delphinium “blue 
butterfy" nearby: it was a mass of delphinium 
[blue and what a gorgeous sight it was, The 
[dahlias are coming into flower too. ‘There is 
always something intoresting in the garden 
‘these days and despite thelr drawbacks, the: 
"double-deckers” do give us the opportunity of 
peeping into other people's gardens as we pass 
by. ‘The dahlias in flower at present are being 
produced from tubers left in the ground all the 
Winter or stored during the cold weather and 
replanted in the Spring—w.tac.

Next comes an essay on William 
Johnston Fox, once a Unitarian mints. 
ter, then a jay’ teacher of no little 
oratorical power a hundred years ago, 
In his essay on Robert Gwen, we 
learn that the answer to the question, 
“When did modern socialism begin? 

“Robert Owen began to teach 
Socialism about a quarter to one 
Jotslock ‘on the afternoon of August 
21, 1817, in the City of London 
tavern."’Certain it is that it was his 
followers who first adopted the name 
Socialist. There follows an essay on 
JJohn Ruskin, who “recalled to men's 
minds the possible worth and happl-_ 
ness of the ordinary working day” 
Ruskin’s face “was that of a man who 
hhad seen, and was to see again, diell ag 
well as Paradise, but who yet was not 
stern, like Dante, but of a tender and 
Playfal humour.”
